The militant chief o f the CIO, 
who claims a fo llo wing o f 4,000,- 
000 wo rkers, inclu ding pro po sals 
to eliminate himself and AFL 
President William Green fro m 
the leadership, and tu rn o v er to 
the labo r department the jo b o f 
mediating all co nflicts o f CIO- 
AFL o v erlapping ju risdictio ns. 
As so o n as the Lewis pro po sals 
were relay ed to the federatio n, 
Green’s peace co mmittee sho t 
back with a statement that the 
CIO plan “do es no t o ffer any 
po ssible so lu tio n” to the labo r 
peace pro blem. 
The federatio n co mmittee re­ 
fu sed to take Lewis’ plan serio u s­ 
ly and declared he was “embar­ 
rassing ” the President and u sing 
the White Ho u se fo r a so u nding 
bo ard. 
Railro ad men declared they 
were no t co nsu lted by Lewis in 
adv ance o f his peace plan dis­ 
clo su re. A. F. Whitney , president

(Fro m Pa g e One) 
their idle time, play ing games, 
reading and in handicraft. 
The committee members ex ­ 
plained that funds were needed 
to pay rent of the rooms and 
buy ing supplies for handicraft 
in order to keep the project in 
operation. 
No definite action was taken 
but the councilmen instructed 
City Attorney J ohn Hughes to 
determine whether $100 could be 
taken from any city fund to help 
finance the recreation rooms.

Discussion also was held rela­ 
tiv e to a zoning ordinance when 
it was reported that no city or­ 
dinance of this nature ex ists. 
Sev eral of the councilmen ex ­ 
pressed the belief that an ordin­ 
ance is needed to set up regula­ 
tions in the construction of new 
buildings and additions. 
This 
matter is ex pected to be taken up 
at a future meeting. 
Councilman Dudley Campbell 
announced that the 1,500 small 
trees purchased from the state 
will arriv e in a few weeks and 
will be set out in Memorial park. 
The trees may be transplanted 
later in v arious parts of the park 
as the need arises. The trees are 
of v arious ty pes. 
Report for the City hospital 
for February showed ex penses 
of $7 7 3.9 0 and income of $7 58, 
a deficit of $15.9 0. Admissions 
were 28, discharges 28, deaths I, 
and patient day s 131. 
City financial report as of Feb­ 
ruary 28 showed a balance in all 
funds of $135,19 9 .85, including 
the special PWA account in the 
repair of the city light plant of 
$81,9 20.9 3.
